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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 28 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Because applied art still reads on claimed subject matters a plurality of 
energy components (Tokiwa et al.'s figure 1, item 100 and 200), plurality of power 
converters (Tokiwa et al.'s figure 1, item 10 and 20). Further the recitation that has not 
been given patentable weight because it has been held that a preamble I denied the 
effect of a limitation where the claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim 
following the preamble is self-contained description of the structure not depending for 
completeness upon the introductory clause. Krope V. Robie, 88 USPQ 478 (CCPA 
1951). It has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 



Note: Previously rejected the obviousness-type double patenting rejection is still valid. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tokiwa et al. 
(U.S. Patent #5,010,467). 

Tokiwa et al. disclose the claimed subject matters a power controller (figure 1.5A-B, 9 
and 13), a DC bus and power converters (figure 1, item 110 and 210) and DC bus 
regulators (figure 1, item 910 and 920). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tokiwa et al. (U.S. Patent # 5,010,467) in combination with Ooi (U.S. Patent # 



4,941,079). 
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Tokiwa et al. disclose the claimed subject matters as explained in the response to 
argument and claim 1, except the utilization of the technique for a turbine driving an AC 
generator and bi-directional switching converter configuration. Ooi teaches the 
utilization of the similar technique for a turbine driving an AC (figure 28-33 and column 
34, line 60-70), and bi-directional switching converter configuration. It would have been 
obvious one having an ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to modify 
Tokiwa et al.'s control apparatus by utilizing the technique taught by Ooi for the purpose 
of increasing efficiency of the control circuit. Further Tokiwa et al. in combination with 
Ooi also disclose the claimed limitation such as utilization of bipolar transistor (Ooi's 
column 17, line 55), a storage (Ooi's column 19, line 25-30), a battery (Tokiwa et al.'s 
column 7, line 25-30). 

1 . For method claims 19-31 , note that under MPEP 21 12.02, the principles of 
inherency, if a prior art device, in its normal and usual operation, would necessarily 
perform the method claimed, then the method claimed will be considered to be 
anticipated by the prior art device. When the prior art device is the same as a device 
described in the specification for carrying out the claimed method, it can be assumed 
the device *1 inherently performs the claimed process. In re King, 801 F.2d 1324, 231 
USPQ 136 (Fed Cir. 1986). Therefore the previous rejections based on the apparatus 
will not be repeated.
